Meerschaum (a silicate of 
magnw 
sia) is mined at E&ki-Chebir, on the 
Anatolian railway, in the province of 
Bruesa. 
The deposits nowT 
being 
worked are in the vicinity of the vil­ 
lages of Sepetdji, Kemikli and Sari- 
sou, around Eski-Chehir. 
The pits 
vary considerably in depth. The first 
evidence of the presence of magne 
site is a layer about three feet thick 
of Fuller’s earth. 
This reddish-brown 
earth is met at depth varying from 
a few yards to ordinarily 20 yards be­ 
neath the surface, but such depths as 
40 yards and more are not unknown. 
The meerschaum is found in this lay­ 
er of earth In nodules, the size 
of

rarely 
exceed 
12-16 
cubic 
inches, while the great majority art 
not larger than a walnut. The entire 
output goes to Vienna, which Is the 
central market, and from thence it is 
redistributed all over the world.

“According to reports that have in 
them the evidences of truth, it for 
example, the selling agent in Indian­ 
apolis for the orange crop sees, after 
I had drag- ordering shipments to that city, that 
the demand has fallen off at the pre­ 
vailing prices, leaving more stick on 
hand t han he had expected, lie sees 
‘o it that the cars on their way from 
Florida or California to Indianapolis 
are not allowed to get there and glut 
the market, hut are switched off to 
other markets where there is no dan­ 
ger of them causing a reduction in 
price. 
“It is said that the graps, lemon, 
strawberry, banana, pineapple, melon 
and other fruit and vegetable crops, 
anything, in fact, growji outside of 
fhe state in which one lives, is mar­ 
keted in this way by the various 'hs- 
triOuting agencies and add greatly to 
the cost of living. 
We éven have 
trouble in getting the products of our 
own states at reasonable pric?s, be­ 
cause of the tribute first demanded 
of us consumers by the middlemen. 
“To my mind the greatest gift that 
can come to the American people is 
some permanent plan whereby the 
consumer can be brought into closer i 
touch with the producer. 
When this 
is done lower prices of food products 
will prevail, 
fn my own way I am 
trying to bring about this condition of 
affairs. 
I do not assert my plan is 
the best or th.it it will be successful 
everywhere, fut one thing I do know 
and that is that low’er prices now 
prevail in my home towrn. I presume 
practiealy all of you are familiar with 
nty efforts in Indianapolis. 
In a nut 
shell my plan is to buy from the pro­ 
ducer and sell direct to the con­ 
sumer. 
“For a long time the high cost of 
living has been discussed by the rich 
and poor alike. 
Many theories have 
been advanced and many plans sug­ 
gested. but no practical steps taken. 
Along about ‘he middle of September 
Tast the thought occurred to me that 
it was time to do something. 
On 
September 22 I found Indianapolis 
commission men were paying $1.05 a 
bushel for potatoes, which, according 
to the market quotations, cost the 
consumer from $1.60 to $2 a bushel. 
This despite the fact that the crop 
appeared to be about 
as 
large 
as 
usual. 
‘ Word reached me to the effect that 
in Michigan tbe best grades of i>ota- 
boes could be bought at 75 cents a 
bushel. 
1 sent a man into the field 
and two days later lie wired me he 
could buy in car load lots at C9 cents r 
a bushel f. o b. Indianapolis. 
I hi­ 
st ructed him to buy, and two days 
later the first t ar arrived. 
Of course 
efforts were made to discredit, the 
value of the stock, but the consum­ 
ers were anxious to buy. I placed the 
potatoes on sale in the city market 
and within a short time the car had 
been sold at the rate of 75 cents a 
bushel. Where delivery was required 
I charged 83 cents. 
I conducted this 
sale myself and during the time it 
was in progress regular dealers drop­ 
ped their price to $L40 a bushel. 
“Prices advanced as soon as my 
supply had been exhausted, however. 
Up to the pre3ent I have disposed of 
twenty-five car loads and have the 
satisfaction of seeing prices reach a 
Doint near their natural leve*. 
On 
quart November 10, 1911, potatoes were re- 
2bc tailing at $1 a bushel and this price 
or very near it prevails at present. 
“Temporarily I have abandoned the 
potato business because of a lack of 
facilities for handling the vegetables 
in freezing weather. 
I have not been 
idle, however, for I have disposed of 
thousands of turkeys 
and 
chickens 
and tops of mince meat at prices lie 
low 
those 
charged by the regular 
dealers, thus demonstrating that the 
difference between the producer and 
consumer is entirely too great. 
“I am a firm believer in the munici­ 
pal purchasing agent plan. 
P ’ace a 
man in the markets of the various 
cities whose duty it will lie to see 
that the market is supplied with all 
commodities at all times and I believe 
steady prices will prevail. 
Ar yet 
we have no 
municipal 
purcuasing 
agent in Indianapolis, but I hcpe to 
have one soon.

In place of rubber stamps a German 
manufacturer makes 
tamps of glue. 
On the set-up type a few sheets of tin­ 
foil are laid, and with » he aid of a felt 
a single deep inpression is made by 
means of a press. 
The tinfoil matrix 
is then taken from the mold and light­ 
ly oiled. 
About the matrix oiled lead 
sills are arranged, and joiners’ glue, to 
which a little printer’s roUer mass has 
been added, is then poured in. 
After 
cooling this can readly be detached. 
For the first few days after casting 
the stamp remains 
somewhat 
soft, 
but subsequently hardens, without los­ 
ing the elasticity required for a stamp. ¡ 
The stomps made by this quick and 
cheap process must 
of 
course, be | 
mounted on wooden handles.
